The right 
of any student to express his opinions in

the only limitations we imposed were those 
of propriety and journalistic good taste. 

In our handling of issues, local, nation- 
il and international, we have stood on no 
party platform but have tried to examine 
2ach case on its own merits as they have 
2merged in the light of reason. Our ‘Welt-

As any- 
one Who has been fn the ballroom will realize 
there were several loopholes for any determined 
voter who gets a vicarious thrill from over- vxer- 
cising his franchise, One method is to go to dif- 
ferent members of the executive for ballots.

. one walks up, thrusts the ballot into the ballot 
box, and melts back into the crowd for a repeat 
performance, The other, simpler way is merely 
to walk out of the center door of the ballroom 
and back In through the salon.
